Nantucket Harriers

The Nantucket Harriers ended 
their season with a bang, as, for the 
last week, hunting has been its best. 
Rain and fog, sandwiched between 
sunshine, has made scenting condi- 
tions perfect and the remaining field 
realized how lucky they were to have 
been able to stay up. 

Saturday morning, September 7, 
for the last hunt in the season of 
1940, we met at Bartletts, with a 
field of five, and had the best run 
of the year. 

A low angry looking sky, walled 
by white billowy clouds on the hori- 
zon, hung over us as we moved off 
with eleven couple of hounds. Almost 
immediately they found a cold line 
on which they worked right up to 
the hare, who was viewed away to 
the dunes. Hounds checked here, but 
soon picked up the line again, going 
across Reedy Pond and on up toward 
Sisco. The downpour, which was ex- 
pected any minute, interrupted us 
here, though, and washed away the 
scent so that hounds had a hard 
time carrying the line up to Hum- 
mock Pond Road, where they lost. 

We went on across the road, draw- 
ing in Ring’s Pine field, where a hare 
got up, running down the Hummock 
Pond Road, and then turning off and 
heading for Bartlett’s. She turned 
down to the dunes just West of 
Reedy Pond, and, getting back to the 
Pond Road through Sisco, made the 
exact same circle again, but hounds 
checked on the road, the second time, 
and lost. 

On down the road, near Gardiner’s, 
they picked up another line, which 
went on to the moors, northwest of 
Reedy Pond. Hounds worked around 
there and then a big fresh hare jump- 
ed up and went away towards Bart- 
lett’s, through his cornfield and out 
onto Smooth Hummocks. The rain 
had completely stopped by now so 
that scent was perfect and hounds 
flew on at a terrific speed. Across 
the moors to Great Mioxes Pond and 
on beyond to Little Mioxes Pond this 
hare went, in a _ perfectly straight 
point with hounds all together be- 
hind her. 

At the little pond she turned left 
running into Jaeckall’s field and 
right on through to the other end 
with hounds never once stopping. 
She ran into Ring’s rye field, which 
is right next to the kennels, and 
then doubled back through Essau’s 
Farm. Chickens of all sorts scurried 
about wildly. No one, however, gave 
them a thought, as hounds pushed on 
by, back through the pine trees and 
down the road to Jaeckall’s. Hounds 
were gaining fast on this tired hare, 
but they checked where she had 
turned off the road into the field.

No Match For Green 
Cornish Hills 


Chagrin Valley Audience 
Thrilled By Appearance Of 


National Hunt Teams 

The 31st anniversary of the first 
Chagrin Valley Hunt Club Horse 
Show was held on the polo _ field 
grounds adjoining the club-house in 
Gates Mills, Ohio, Friday and Sat- 
urday, Sept. 13-14. There through 
the two days, horses owned by mem- 
bers of Chagrin Valley Hunt and 
guests invited by the Horse Show 





Committee contended, in a field of 
105 horses representing over 500 
entries, inclusive of polo, children, 
hunter and jumper divisions. 

Taking part were three National 
Horse Show Champions, Mrs. How- 
ard M. Hanna Jr’s Big John, with- 
drawn from active participation at 
Chagrin, since he had so often won 
the tricolor there that he had retir- 
ed the challenge trophies in 1938; 
Mrs, Ellsworth H. Augustus’ Chatter 
Chat and Crispin Oglebay’s Holy- 
stone. These three paraded, as an ex- 
hibition hunt team, one of the high- 
lights of the entire two days. They 
merely went through their paces to- 
gether. There was no competition, 
merely an extraodinary trio of inn- 
measurable class, conformation and 
performance, Seldom will one person 
be able to see three such brilliant 
conformation hunter ring stars to- 
gether, yet Chagrin Valley enabled 
its whole Saturday audience to wit- 
ness the stirring spectacle. 

Whereas Mr. Oglebay’s Holystone 
was one of this trio of conformation 
hunters given such a memorable tri- 
bute in the 31st Annual Show, he 
did not look like a champion in the 
ring, but a stone’s throw from his 
own Valley Stables and paddocks. 
This is the third consecutive year 
that Mr. Oglebay has endeavored to 
lift the Chagrin tricolor and in each 
instance the Man o’War gelding has 
been indifferent to showing the peo- 
ple back home how he goes to win 
tiicolors elsewhere. Chatter Chat, 
who has gained almost every out- 
standing tricolor on the Eastern 
circuit for Mrs. Augustus, and who 
has been in semi-retirement for the 
past year or more, again had Mrs. 
Cary Jackson up, a rider who was 
responsible for the majority of his 
great winning awards. Chatter Chat 
had won the Chagrin Valley Champ- 
ionship in 1936, interrupting Big 
John’s reign commenced in 1935 
and continued through 1937 and 
1938.

Silver, a 
gray belonging to Tommie Jones is 
barely 14:0 hands and Sam Ash- 
man’s Nellie is a little smaller. Nellie 
made a spectacular performance in 
the Handy Hunters clearing the wide 
water jump by a very safe margin, 
and as conformation did not count, 
she got a well deserved 2nd.
